Loans on Certificates as 
Adjusted Compensation 


Certificates issued to veterans of 


the "World \var as adjusted compensa- 
tion represent a poor, collateral upon 
•which to base a loan, Appleton bank- 
ers declare, and they will not make 
'promiscuous loans to every applicant. 
A certificate dated Jan. 1, 1923, will be 
available for a loan on Jan. 2. 1P2T 
and one dated May 1. 1925. will be 
eligible on May 1, 1927 and so on. 
bankers state. 


"So much red tape surrounds the 


making: of loans on these certificates 
that the small amount 
of interest 


•which can be collected on such loans 
will be used up in the labor connected 
with making them." one cashier 
de- 


clared," and for that reason this bank 
will be very slow about making loans. 


"The government has been very un- 


reasonable in placing many restric- 
tions about making loans 
on these 


certificates. 
The burden of these re- 


strictions are placed upon the banker, 
so that the soldier might be protect- 
ed," he declared. 


"Our bank will not make loans to 


any soldiers except in very unusual 
cases where the need is apparent and 
the man desiring the loan is well 
known and his character is above ic- 
proach," another banker stated. 


"Soldiers may borrow only 90 per 


cent of the loan value of their certili- 
cate which is eight and one half cents 
on a. dollar at 
this time," 
another 


banker explained. "For instance if :i 
soldier has a ceitificatb for $1,000 he 
may only make a loan of 90 per cent 
of ?S3. This bank will not even make 
a Ipan of that amount because to do so 
would perhaps cause the soldier to lose 
interest in his certificate and he would 
fail to repay the loan." 


Many of the 
soldiers are shiftless 


and would make loans only to have 
money to spend for a short time, the 
tanker said, and then would foigct all 
about the certificate. By only loaning 
a partial amount of the face value of 
the certificate the soldier maintains an 
interest in the certificate and it is an 
incentive for him to redeem his pol- 
icy. 


According to the provisions of the 


adjusted compensation act, if a veter- 
an does not pay the loan at its matur- 
tiy. the bank holding the note and ad- 
justed service cwtificates may, not. lie- 
fore the expiration of six months after 
the loan was made, present them to 
the director of the veterans bureau for 
r.ayment. On presentation, the direc- 
tor may or may not, in his discretion, 
accept the certificate and note and p iv 
the bank its claim, but it is not com- 
pulsory for him to do so. For this rea- 
son bankers not only in Appleton but 
all over the United States, frown on 
such loans. 


Veterans desiring 
to make loans 


must be customers of the bank and 
known to the officials befoie he will be 
able', to make a loan and even then 
his case will be careful'y consideied 
and Jaid will 'be 'given only in just 
cases. Only the veteran named m a 
certificate can legally obtain a loan on 
his *" certificate, 
according 
to law. 


Therefore individuals who have ac- 
cepted the certificates as security for 
a loan, cannot, under law, obtain a 
loan on the certificates. 


Other provisions which cause the 


bankers to look on the certificates as 
poor collateral are that the maximum 
rate that can be charged a veteran it> 
two T>cr cent over the federal reserve 
discount rate for a 90-day period. This 
rate at the present time is four per 
cent, so that bankers cannot charge in 
excess of six per cent per annum. 
Lending banks cannot deduct interest 
in advance, which is always done on 
other loans. 


While each bank will decide for itself 


whether it will loan money on the cer- 
tificates, the expressed decision of all 
local bankers, is that a. veteran will 
have a hard time getting a loan on his 
certificate.

'. It was finally completed Mr. Root favor- 


ed its ratification by the senate with cer- 
tain reservations. All of the real states- 
manship in the Republican party, includ- 
ing Mr. Hughes. Mr. Taft and before 
them Mr. Roosevelt, was committed to 
' the league. 


Mr. Harding opposed the league for po- 


litical reasons. It was the thing to do at 
the hour. That his attitude was one of 
expediency, and that he had no well-de- 
' fined intentions to promote international 


" peace, is proved by his failure after he be- 
:r'came president to turn his hand over to 
-cause the formation of an association of 
nations, about which he talked in nearly 
every speech during the campaign of 
1920. His new association of nations 
was a political myth that vanished in thin 


. air. Mr. Coolidge has done no better., in 


fact not as much, for while Mr. Harding 
sincerely espoused the world court Mr. 
Coolidge's courage has failed him and he 
is read}- to let American adherence go by 
dcfault. 


In marked distinction to the weak and 


vacillating policy of his party during the 
last eight years and of two Republican 
presidents, Mr. Root has stood out rock- 
like for an international policy inherent- 
ly right and one that time and statesman- 
ship must sustain. Mr. Root cares more 
for principle thaji for party. His repu- 
tation does not rest upon his perform- 
ances as a political flunky, but upon a 
service to his country and the world that 
put him in a class quite outside and above 
both his party and his contemporaries. 


The name of Elihu Root is henceforth 


irrevocably associated with that of Wood- 
row Wilson. Both stood for the same 
ideals. Mr. Root's life is an outstanding 
achievement in behalf of those ideals so 
extraordinarily expressed by Mr. Wilson, 
and to which they both devoted them- 
selves in so inspiring a manner toward 
the close of their careers. Mr. Root's 
speech at Xew York is a repudiation of 
Republican foreign policy. 


Mr. Root's indictment of our failure to 


enter the League of Nations is sound. 
Political opportunism and nothing else 
has kept us out. Mr. Root's vision is 
larger and more far-seeing than that of 
the coterie of little men which has shaped 
our attitude toward Europe and world 
peace since Mr. Wilson's time. The ideal- 
ism set forth by Woodrow Wilson, and 
the 
effort contributed by Mr. Root to 


make it a reality, remain a challenge to 
the nation thai cannot be swept aside by 
timidity and demagogy. We shall never 
measure up to the challenge until we ac- 
tively cooperate with Europe for world 
peace. That we can do this without be- 
coming entangled in European politics 
and without jeopardizing our security, in- 
dependence and leadership there is no 
doubt. 


The League has functioned without u^. 


and despite all adverse criticism i« one of 
the saving graces to Europe that 
ha^ 


come out of the war. It has a splendid 
account to its credit. It and the world 
court arc the only two agencies that exist 
in all the world for the clearing of inter- 
national differences, for the composing of 
conflicting claims and policies, for the 
encouragement of open diplomacy. With- 
out them we should have immediately 
gone back to pre-war alliances and secret 
diplomacy. Both court and league would 
have functioned, and more 
effective- 


ly and more constructively with Ameri- 
can participation. Not an incident has oc- 
curred since they were created which 
would have endangered us as a member, 
or upon which we could not have taken or 
refused to take a position with perfect 
consistency, and undoubtedly with help- 
ful effect. 


Everything that we have done to assist 


Europe since the war has been semi-of- 
ficial, our cooperation has been private 
rather than national. Individuals solved 
the reparations problem, helped to recon- 
cile Germany and France, helped to save 
Austria and Hungary and set up the 
world court. No complications arose or 
even suggested themselves in the slight- 
est degree embarrassing. That we can 
and should sit with Europe in councils of 
peace, every man who has faith in Ameri- 
can ideals and 
an ounce of courage 


knows. Each recurring anniversary of 
Woodrow Wilson's birth and death revi- 
talizes this challenge. Mr. Root's accept- 
ance of the Wilson Foundation award. 
his speech at New York, his statesman- 
ship, reassert it. Ultimately we shall do 
our duty. 
Isolation is hopeless, futile, 


impossible.

A BAD FIT? 


LARGER EXPORTS 


Development or our export business 


should cause gratification wherever it is 
noted. The figures for the period of July 
1, 1926, to Xo. 13. 1926. show that 12L- 
083.000 bushels of grain were exported 
from the United States, while in the cor-* 
responding period of last year the total 
was but 78.578.000 bushels, a clear gain 
of some 42,000.000 bushels. Of this year's 
total, wheat represented the principal 
item. Barley was next in importance, 
with corn, oats and rye trailing in the 
order named. 


These figures show a satisfactory 


growth. The export business of the 
United States must grow and continue to 
grow if we are to maintain our produc- 
tion. This applies both to agriculture and 
the manufacturing industry. We can pro- 
duce beyond our domestic needs from the 
farm for many years to come, and of 
course indefinitely in manufacturing. Our 
surplus must be absorbed by foreign mar- 
kets and while it is true that we must 
continue to sell more largely abroad it is 
also true that in order to do this we must 
buy more extensively in foreign markets. 
It cannot be a jug-handled transaction. 


Our tariff policy is the instrument by 


which a proper balance between exports 
and imports may be maintained. There 
are those who believe that the tariff to- 
day is unbalanced, in that it taxes more 
than it benefits agriculture and fails to 
develop abroad 
maximum 
purchasing 


power for absorbing our surplus farm 
products. The president is against dis- 
turbing the existing tariff policy, but we 
think it is evident that it has not pros- 
pered agriculture in the degree it has 
prospered 
manufacturing. Futhermore, 


the only way Europe can pay its debts to 
us is through a liberal sale to us of mer- 
chandise. It can and should buy more of 
our farm products and raw materials, but 
it can only do this on a relatively fair ex- 
change of commodities. How to dispose 
of our surplus farm products is the prob- 
lem which agricultural, political and 
economic experts are trying to solve.

creative activity. To quote: "The first 
principal of creative activity is that 
the creator should saturate his mind 
thoroughly "with the class of material 
in which he proposes to create." This 
docs not mean working up on a sub- 
ject notebook in hand. It means that 
a person is more likely to be able to 
create in a medium in which he is 
soaked. Darwin could be creative in 
.biology because he was saturted in 
it: he could not possibly have been 
creative in poetry — his mind did not 
have the materials for creating in 
that field. 


MUST WANT TO CREATE 


"The second principal governing 


creative activity is that the person 
concerned should will to create," to 
quote Conrad again. Conrad says we 
are always making jokes about how 
much faster a negro can run when a 
Klansman is after him. The plain fact 
is that he can actually run faster. 
It is a -well known biological principle 
that in time of danger all the re- 
sources of the body are concentrated 
at the point where they are needed 
to escape danger and people can do 
things under such circumstances that 
they could otherwise not possibly do. 
They will to escape danger. This can 
be applied to creative writing, Mr. 
Conrad thinks. AVe can "manipulate 
our desires so as to force creation." 


"And the last of the three principles 


governing cceative activity is simply 
that the individual must put himself 
in such a position that he needs the 
thing he is undertaking to create." 
In. other words, he must trap him- 
self to need beauty or any other cre- 
ated thing so desperately that life will 
seem a. waste without it and he will 
force himself to supply that need. 


It is a highly interesting analysis 


but one who thinks for himself and it 
applies the scientific method to artist-
